“Let me again emphasize my 
appeal to every citizen of the 
country to continue to give his 
personal support in this matter, 
and to make it as active as 
potsible. Let him not only re- 
frain from doing anything 
which at the moment will tend 
to increase the cost of living, 
but let him do all in his power 
to increase the production; and 
rurther than that, let him at the 
same time _himseif carefully 
economize in the matter of con- 
sumption. By common action in 
this direction we shall over- 
come a danger greater than the 
danger of war. 

To Steady Situation. 

“We will hold steady a situa- 
tion which is fraught; with pos- 
sibilities of hardship and suf- 
fering to a large part of our 
population; we will enable ‘the 
processes of production to over- 
take the processes of consump- 
tion, and we will speed the 

restoration of an adequate pur- 
chasing power for wages. 

“Tl am particularly gratified at

Carranza has an equipped armed 
force of around 25,000 men. This 
means uniformed men, infantry 
cavalry, combining to make what 
is Known as the government’s mili- 
tary machine.

engage in an occasional guerrilla 
battle with a rival band of brig- 
ands. Therefore, the entire armed 
forces in Mexico approximate 175,- 
000 men, of Whom Carranza has 25,- 
009 equipped and 569,000 tunequipped 
or only partially equipped, and the 
bandit leaders, .or anti-Carranza 
revolutionists, can control in the 
aggregate approximately 100,000 
equipped men. 

Peons Support Carranza’s Foes. 

It must be understood, too, that 
Carranza has practically all of the 
strength he can control, even by 
conscription, while the anti-Car- 
ranza revolutionists, 


could easily assemble three times 
the number they have if they had 
means of arming them and providing 
mounts. 

The question naturally arises, 
therefore, with the revolutionists 
holding & combined superior 
strength, ‘why don’t they § over- 
throw the Carranza regime just as 
Madero overthrew Diaz, and Huerta 
overthrow Madero, and Villa and 
Carranza overthrow Huerta, and so 
on? It is _because-the present ma- 
jor revolutionary leaders in Mex- 
ico are not only working at cross 
angles, but represent no ideals of 
stable government. Their promul- 
gations are entirely different. There 
is absolutely no co-ordination with 
the possible exception of Villa and 
Felix Diaz. Their wdividual 
spirations and personal conceits will 
not. permit one to yield to the oth- 
er.

Paris, August 31.—Premier Clem- 
enceau, foreign minister Pichon and 
Captain Andre Tardieu were among 
the high French officials who bade 
farewell to General Pershing on 
his departure for Brest today. The 
American ambassador and his staff 
and the entire American peace dele- 
gation were present. There was a 


military escort of two companies. 

In saying good-by to the Ameri- 
can, Ma Clemenceau declared that, 
the French people could never ex- 
press all the gratitude felt for the, 
services he had rendered. The pre- 
mier urged General Pershing to re- 
visit France and afford the French 
an opportunity to show their appre- 
ciation of the work he had done in 
the great war.

It is expected that Colonel M. 
Gray Zalinskie, zone supply officer, 
will call a meeting of the various 
officials in arge of the surplus 
rovernment supply, and arrange the 
completion of details for the opera- 
tion of the store, which, it is stated, 
will be operated on a cash and mail 
order basis. The large force of em- 
ployees that will be necessary, it is 
thought, will be civilian employees. 

The officers are expecting the co- 
operation of the people of the city 
in finding a switable building for 
the store to occupy. This phase of 
the matter is the immediate and, for 
the present, the most. important 
problem that confronts the men that 
have the establishment of the store 
in hand. 

Price lists, covering all articles 
that will be offered for sale, are 
now being worked on, and they will 
be given out to the public upon 
their completion just as has been 
done in other distribution of govern- 
ment supplies. 

Beginning Tuesday morning mu- 
nicipalities may again buy govern- 
ment food supplies, the resumption 
of this class or sales having been 
ordered through telegraphic _in- 
structions received by Colonel Za- 
linskie.

Carrznza Holds Ports. 

By consulting a map .of Mexico 
the reader can become acquainted 
with just where the’ Carranza forces 
are stationed and where the major 
revolution:ileaders operate.

ery at Mexico City and through his 
military branch contfols the ports 
of entry on the Gulf of Mexico and 
the Bay of Campeche, as, for in- 
stance, Tampico and Vera Cruz. He 
controls the inland ports a!'ong the 
American border, as; for instance, 
Juarez, in Chihuahua; Neuvo Lare- 
do, in Tamaulipas; Ciudad Porfirio 
Diaz, in Coahuila, and so on. He 
controls these ports, however, only 
by the circumstantial co-operation 
of the United Statez government, 
That must not be overlooked. That 
was. forcibly illustrated in June, 
when Villa, with only 1,000 men, 
took Juarez, the largest of the inland 
ports, with the ease of taking a 
ranch house. But American cavalry- 
men drove the Villa forces away 
without the latter firing even a shot 
into the Americans, 
Why Americans Crossed, 

It must not be understood that 
Americans crossed the Rio Grande 
to help the defeated and terror- 
stricken Carranzistas. They crossed 
because bullets were dropping on 
the American side, and while stray 
bullets from the general street fight- 
ing in Juarez possibly came across 
the river into El Paso, it is also be- 
lieved to be a notorious fact thar 
Carranzistas deliberately fired Imt. 
the United States in order to thus 
force the l‘ort Bliss troops to come 
into Juarez to drive the Villistas out. 
The scheme worked, of course, and 
therefore, the Carranza armed forces 
holding the border ports are indi- 
rectly supported at the present time 
by the American military .on the 
north side of the Rio Grande. That 
fact must .not be overlooked, for 
Carranza’s present equipped forces 
at these ports-are inadequate in their 
OWn unsupported strength, to hold 
against any of the revolution lead- 
ers on the north, Carranza’s “regu- 
lars,’ therefore, hold Mexico City 
and the ports with small garrisons 
composed mostly of “generals” and 
“colonels” in leading interior cities 
such 4s Chihuahua, Monterey and 
San Louis Potosi. 

“Rurales” Largely Bandits. 

In the rural sections through the 
north mountains practically so-call- 
ed Carranza “rurales” are patroll- 
ing. They are not uniformed as a 
rule, and are largely bandits and 
constitute chiefly that element of

Paris, August 31.—Germany has 
paid France an indemnity of 1,000,- 
000 franes ($200,000) for the murder 
of Sergeant Paul Mannheim, who 
was killed in the streets of Berlin 
by a German in July. The French 
government will make a gift of this 
amount to the International Red 
Cross. 
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France originally claimed the 
payment by Germany of 100,000 
francs for the family of Sergeant 
Mannheim and an_ indemnity of 
1,000,000 francs. Germany readiiy 
agreed to pay the former sum, but 
declared she would not meet the de-

In _ase of a clean stop 
he has plenty of time to straighten 
up, get on balance and make a clean, 
hard, overhand throw to first, the 
easiest kind for the first baseman to 
catch. On eharp hits, when he 
| blocks the ball and. recovers, he 
should throw with a side-arm snap 
motion without waiting to straight- 
en, and on bunts his throw must be 
underhand. The sh ristop must be 
able to throw from any position and 
in any style. The second baseman 
must have every styl. of throw, with 
the addition that he must practice 
throwing “across himself,” that is, a 
swinging throw, made while his body 
is turning in the pivot toward first 
base. 

The outfielders have two styles 
of throw, the long-distance, over- 
hand throw, with the entire bodv 
behind the swing of the arm, and 
the short, over-hand “drive” throw, 
in throwing fast for short distances, 
called “whipping the ball’ back to 
the infield. 

There are two essential rules for 
outfielders. First, never’ hold the 
ball, but get it back to the infield 
as quickly as possible, ahead of the 
runner. Second, never throw “in the 
air.” That is, never attempt to 
throw the ball to the plate or to 
third on the*fly, but always bound 
it to the spot. Pick out the spot 
on the infield at which to throw the 
ballto make itcarromto the Dase- 
man. It will travel faster and more 
accurately than whea thrown on the 
line, excepting in.extremely short 
throws. 

The outfielders should throw dié« 
rect at third base, but always aim 
from three to five feet to the 
third base side of the home plate, 
and never to the right of the base.

The Stance. 

As soon as a man hag discovered 
the correct manner of holding a club 
when addressing the ball, the next 
question is as to how he should 
stand when addressing the ball. This 
question of stance deserves greater 
attention than it usually receives, 
for it plays a highly important part 
in the rhythmic movement of a goll 
stroke. We have described the 
stance in an earlier article, 

Anyone who has ever watched 
many golfers at play cannot fail to 
have noticed the varieties of stance 
employed, and in consequence the 
onlooker becomes totally confused 
as to the proper stance for the va- 
rious "shots. We have all seen the 
queer positions baseball players get 
into, but, contrary to the belief of 
the average golfer, and notwith- 
standing the fact that one is trying 


the two. 

This is-an unfortunate condition, 
for avith a stance that varies con- 
siderably according to impulse no 
man can be fairly certain of any 
particular shot at any particular 
time. - Chance will always play 4 
large part in any game, but if a 
man hase@o particular way of hold- 
ing his club, or standin’gmor swing~ 
ing, every stroke will be a wild: ad- 
venture into an unknown land. 

Simplifies Question of Stance. 

When I was in the thick of my 
early struggles with the difficulties 
of the game, two words began to 
burn themselves into my conscious* 
ness. One was simplification and 
the other comfort. In those early 
days I was using numerous stances 
for every shot, With a nerve-racking 
attention to details; now I use one 
stance for full shots, and another 
for half, or quarter shots, and the 
details merely approximate certain 
standards, 

Stances are usually spoken of as 
open or square, as illustrated in a 
previous article, and most of the 
others; are variations, often wide 
ones of these two methods. 

The toe of the right foot is placed 
on an imaginary straight line at 
right angles to the line of play, and 
in the square stance both toes are 
about on the line. The relative po- 
sitions of the feét to this line really

mgal, and what I have now is a sur- 
vival of a discard of many years. I 
think I have tried every imaginakle 
stance. In my early days of golf 
it was popular to play the open 
stance, with the left foot behind the 
right. I tried this and found my- 
self pulling acfross the ball and 
thereby slicing. It was all right on 
the half and quarter shots, where 
one could swing almost straight, but 
the minute the club gets beyond the 
half club length it begins to get off 
the imaginary straight line. 
Square Stand Is Popular. 

If you watch the leading present- 
day players you will notice that 
they all use the square stance for 
their long shots. Of course, I mean 
approximately. -Even in my own 
game I occasionally drop my eyes to 
my feet and see them sometimes on 
the straight line drawn at right 
angles to the line to the hole, and 
sometimes the left is a little ahead 


behind the right, but always very 
elose to what may be called an ex- 
actly square stance. These little 
variations may be attributed to 
comfort obtained at that particular 
momenmby the settling of the feet. 

One day found myself playing 
badly, with both feet pointed 
straight, and I just turned them out 
a bit and discovered that was the 
ideal position for the pivot. The 
heels may rise, but neither foo* 
should be completely lifted.
